in the r**st of the world w e will go forward and the rest of the world can follow. 
W e need arrogate to ourselves no great credit for this either.

speech he said: “ With an unalterable 
faith and in a hopeful spirit, wit Ii a

gagement, tile sublime luxury of life.
